Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph Treloar on September 9, 2010. 

Claims 18, 22-25 and 30-32 are allowed. Claims 30 and 32 have been amended. 
Claims 33 and 34 have been cancelled. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 30, line 1 , "as claimed in Claim 29" has been deleted and -- as claimed 
in Claim 25 -- has been added. 
Claim 32 is replaced by: 

Claim 32: A method of reducing presbyopia, comprising: 

acquiring and interpreting an aberrometric map of the eye indicating at least one 
visual defect of the eye, the order of said visual defect being fourth-order or less; and 

controlling an excimer laser unit to form on the cornea a photoablative pattern 
inducing a fourth-order spherical ocular aberration; resulting in a fourth-order spherical 
ocular aberration after treatment. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
invention is a method for the treatment of presbyopia, which includes laser inducing 
fourth order spherical aberrations. Odrich (20010053906) is the most pertinent prior art. 
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Odrich's invention also concerns treating presbyopia by inducing spherical aberrations, 
but not fourth order aberrations in particular.
